* TYTAM WATER. 
To the Editor of the ‘ Cuua Mat,” 

Sin,—I was glad to se0 Mr Lucas’s analy- 
sis of tho Tytam water proved tha accuracy 
pf the atatoment I made in your columns 
that the milkincss was due to suspended 
knolin. 

Tho rocks of which Hongkong island is 
formed ate practically of threo kinds, all 
folspathic, namaly, granite, with two kinds 
of felapar, one containing potash, the other 
noda and lime; diorite (the blue road 
metal), contsining sodalime felspat and a 
little potash-felspar ; and quartz-porpbyry 
(the light-coloured rock as sean at the Peak) 
containing potash-felspar. All these will 
yield kaolin by tha action of carbonic acid, 
but the chief source is the potash-felapar 
(orthoclase) of the granita. The analyses 
of the three kinds of folepar which afford 
kaolin is approximately —
